1996 ONA CONVENTION’S “HOST CLUB” DRAW TO 
INCLUDE UNIQUE NUMISMATIC PRIZES 


The prizes offered in the “Host Club” Draw at the 1996 ONA Convention promises to include the 
most unique numismatic prizes ever offered at a numismatic convention in Canada, according 
to John Regitko, CAWMC member and organizer of the special draw. 


The draw will be conducted at the Convention's Banquet on Saturday evening, April 20. 
Winners do not have to be present to claim their prizes. They will be brought to a club meeting 
known to be frequented by the winner, or mailed out following the Convention. 


Tickets may be mailed to the Convention address or brought to the Convention. Draw 
organizers have agreed to fill in any tickets with the purchasers’ names if sufficient tickets are 
not available. Simply fill in one ticket, forward it with sufficient remittance to cover the cost of the 
quantity of tickets you wish, and the Convention Committee will assure that your tickets are 
included in the draw. Tickets may also be purchased at the Convention from the Registration/ 
Daily Admission Table set up for the duration of the Convention, including at the Friday night 
Registrants Reception. 


Prizes include a total of seven unique designs submitted to the Royal Canadian Mint by 3 
award-winning coin designers: David Craig, Stewart Sherwood and Raymond Taylor. They are 
guaranteed to be the original submissions sent to the Royal Canadian Mint for judging of that 
particular year’s coin design competition. These entries were not selected for that year’s coin 
designs. Let's face it, if they had been selected for the coin’s design for that particular year, the 
Mint would have kept the design and they could not have been included in this draw. Since the 
designs cover submissions made for designs honouring a number of cities and Provinces and 
Territories, it is expected that support will be strong for this fund-raiser that will benefit CAVVMC 
as well as the ONA, the CNA and ultimately all local coin clubs through the lending of new audio 
visual slide presentations whose creation and duplication will be funded from the draw’s 
proceeds. 


A donation involving another coin design was also made by another well-known multiple coin 
designer, Dora de Pedery-Hunt. Her donation consists of a plaster case made from her original 
cast of the new Queen design that graces the obverse of Canada’s coinage. Further donations 
were made by the J. Douglas Ferguson Historical Research Foundation, The Charlton Press, 
Jack Veffer, CAWMC, Brent Townsend (designer of the reverse of the new Canadian $2 coin) 
and the Royal Canadian Mint. A partial list is included with this Timber Talk. Additional prizes 
are expected to be added. 


The host organization, the Southern Ontario Chapter of CAWMC, has agreed to donate 100% 
of the proceeds to two worthwhile causes. One is CAWMC itself so that we are financially 
sound to continue to print Timber Talk and issue the odd commemorative wooden nickel. Some 
of the proceeds will also go towards funding new audio visual slide presentations created by 
ONA Club Services, with copies made available to the Canadian Numismatic Association. 
Therefore, through your support, slide sets will be made available nationally for showing at your 
local coin clubs. As well, our American members will not be turned down should they wish to 
borrow slide sets, especially those that will be created dealing with wooden nickels. They, 
therefore, also have something to gain for supporting this draw and we also encourage them to 
be generous in their purchase of draw tickets!
